Blast Blows Passengers Off 


Deck As Steamer Hits 


Reef On Coast of 


California 


(By the Associnted Press) 


EUREKA, Calif.—Passengers and 


members of the crew of the steam- 
er Alaska were blown 
from 
the 


decks of the vessel into the ocean 
when the ship's boilers exploded as 
the Alaska started 
sinking , after 


twice hitting on Blunt's reef 
Sat- 


urday night, survivors brought here 
said Monday. 


The steamer Anyox broupht 166 


survivors of the wreck to Eureka. 
Seventeen dead were also brought 
here, including three women and a 
child. There were 31 others missing 
and believed dead. Twelve of the 
dead had been identified. 


The list of missing may be chang- 


ed for lists of passengers and crew 
have not been verified. 


The full story of the sinking of 


the Alaska did not become known 
until survivors had. landed here. It 
was brought out the 
Alaska was 


proceeding toward San Francisco in 
a dense fog when she struck a sub- 
merged ledge of 
the reef. 
This 


shock was followed by another as 
the vessel struck an 
out-cropping 


of the reef above water. 


'The Alaska struck the reef short- 


ly after 9 
o'clock. 
Immediately 


wireless distress signals were flash- 
ed.' 'Five miles away the steamer 
Anyox of Vancouver picked them 
up and disregarding fog and strang- 
er of stricking the same rocks, as 
the Alaska, put on full, speed to the 
resuce. At 9:30 o'clock the Anyox 
received the Alaska's final message; 


'•We are sinking by the head." 
Before the Anyox could reach the 


stricken Alaska the latter had sunk. 


In - the fog the Anyox' came upon 


a lifeboat with survivors from the 
Alaska. The boat was partially 
filled with seawater and oily scum 
The oil, survivors said, had 
been 


thrown over them and in th/eir boat 
by the explosion of tha boilers which 
wrecked the Alaska amidships. 
''*The. authorities planned an 
in- 


quest Monday over the 17 bodies in 
the morgue here. 


Some of the deaths were declared 


by survivors to have been caused 
by an explosion of 
the 
Alaska's 


boilers. Some of the passengers and 
crew were blown into the sea. Many 
of these, it was said, succeeded in 
ja^ain 'boarding the ship or 
were 


rescued by lifeboats after clinging 
to wreckage'until help arrived. 


So sudden did the tragedy happen 


that the crew hardly had time to 
prepare the life boats and many of 
these were reported wrecked while 
being put over the vessel's"' sides, 
spilling their human cargo into the 
icy. waters. 
Many survivors were 


rescued after they had floated in 
the water for several hours.

Harding to Follow Taft? 


Belief at Washington is Goingr the Same Road As Predecessor 


R 


EVOLT against the Harding-Mellon-Penrose administration 
has begun at Washington. 
Rep. Oscar Keller of St. Paul, progressive Republican, is 


the first on the majority side to open a general attack on the 
reactionary course pursued by the President and his advisers. 
He is assured of the support of a considerable group of Repub- 
licans from the Middle West and Northwest as the struggle de- 
velops- The basis of revolt is a realization that, as Sen. Borah 
has said, the Harding regime is going down the same road to 
political destruction that was taken by the Taft regime, but 
that the Harding administration is going faster. 


"The machinery of government," says Keller "has been 


commandeered by'a little clique, ignorant of the A,,B, C's of 
economics, whose blind obedience to Wall Street is responsible 


• for the stupid, selfish, and shortsighted policy that is retarding 


our prosperity and creating profound distrust and discontent 
imong the people." 


As he has just returned from a visit to his district, where 


he made a rough survey of public sentiment on the Harding re- 
gime and its taxation and railroad finance policy, Keller be- 
lieves that he knows how resentful tJie voters feel toward Hard- 
ing and Mellon and Pcnrose. 


"The President has assumed mere power than any of his 


predecessors," he declares, "and he tells Congress what bills to 
pass, and what not to pass. Bills concocted in secret confer- 
snces are introduced without being referred to responsible com- 
mittees. The President's advisers seem to think it possible for 
j 


this country to lift itself by its economic bootstraps and vague- 
ly promise tliat a half billion dollar gift to the railroads-^which 
In some mysterious manner is not to increase taxes—will *re- 
itoro prosperity.' 


"They would do better to busy themselves with lowering 


taxes, taking off the transportation tax, and seeing that the 
railroads are run efficiently with a minimum of waste. But 
that is not likely so long as railroad executives can count upon 
\he Administration for lavish gifts." 


His reference to the bills opposed by the President deals 


with the Soldier Bonus bill and the Norris bill, for which the 
Kellogg substitute was secretly drafted and introduced to head 
iff the giving of direct export credit to the farmers. 


"The President interfered here," says Keller, "to block a 


bill designed to eliminate middlemen and directly aid the pro- 
iucers. 
As a consequence a camouflaged measure has been 


passed which will benefit bankers, dealers and speculators more 
Mian it will the actual raisers of farm crops." 


Protesting against the framing of tariff legislation before 


ihe all-important matter of taxation has been dealt with by 
Congress, the Minnesota rebel says of the tariff procedure that 
'The Ways and Means Committee was more interested in pro- 
tecting special privilege than in devising scientific schedules. 
It was such a bungling job that it must be rewritten- by the 
Senate. I am informed that it is intended to shove the revenue 
bill through the House under another special rule—one of those 
tricks which make a farce of representative government. Most 
members want to carry out the people's wishes, but a little 
dominant minority has tied down the safety valve of free dis- 
cussion until an explosion impends which will scatter the Re 
publican party from Maine to California.? 


Into his statement Keller brings a declaration for imm« 


diate^reduction of military and naval establishments. His home 
folks were emphatic on that point. They know that 93 percent 
of the national revenues go to pay for past or future wars. He
